Tile TrutH at New Orleains. 


The following is an extract from a pri- 


vate letter, dated' New Orleans, May 30 : 
• • 


"The condition of this country, the now 


ripening -fruit of the erroneous ideas of 
freedom obtaining here, :is distressing -to- 
day, and given rise-• to the most dreadful 
fears for the future. 
This war is, Jam con- 


vinced, based mpon no social necessity, up- 
•on tio real rivalry'between the different sec- 
tions of the country; it is the result of po-' 
litical madness, o( a struggle betv/een in- 
dividuals for personal power and material 
advantages—individuals who mate 'the 
weal of the oountry^the pretense'for obtain- 
ing their own ends. -The press has lent it- 
self to increase: and continue the agitation, 
while tens-of thousands of the reasonable 
citizens deplore and condemn it, being, like 
myself, convinced that oue raonth-of a war- 
fare such as that now impending over us, 
will prove more disastrous, generally speak- 
ing, to the slave and freeman both, than a 
four years'government, of the most anti- 
slavery party that ever could exist. But 
all are kept silent by the dread of " mob 
law," that specter of the present day. 


Provisions have risen to three times their 


ordinary' price-; a barrel of flour of 200 
pounds weight cost now. fifteen dollars in- 
stead of fi-ve, and soc T flour will not be to 
be had at all. The courts of law are clbs-' 
ed until November, and personal security, 
as promised by ths -!aw, is an empty name. 
And how can or will a war be carried on ? 
For the first requisite, soldiers, there is no 
sufficient;or. proper material here. The 
agricultural population, which 
in other 


countries furnishes.the fighting masses, is 
here, of course,;ineligible for the purpose, 
and ever requires armed power to keep it 
in order. There have been very alarming 
disturbances among the blacks ; on more 
than one plantation,, the assistance of the 
authorities has been called in to overcome 
the open resistance of the slaves ; and an 
invasion from the north, especially if com- 
manded by men like Montgomery from 
Kansas, or Lane, woald, without doubt, be 
immediately followed by a general rising of 
the blacks. Thus, the supply of- soldiers 
mast come principally, if not exclusively, 
from among the populations of the towna 
—day laborers, inferior tradesmen, such as 
tailors, and cobblers, most of them married 
men with families, unaccustomed to the 
hardships inseparable, from a state of war, 
and 'therefore ill adapted for active service. 
I know that the workhouses in this city 
are cleared night after night,, and all men 
who can stand and walk are enlisted with- 
out inquiry.or inspection into their fitness 
for military servive. ; No medical staff is 
as yet appointed to any of tho corps; the 
elqthing provided for thesesoldiers is of the 
worst:and moot, unfit description—in most 
cases consisting of course and loose flan- 
nel, whieb is not only easily destroyed, but' 
promotes filth and vermin. . I have siien 
letters from youug men (some of very re- 
spectable and wealthy families) with, their 
regiments at Perrsacola, stating that they 
are fed on salt pork and beans ; that thev 
are in rags, and devoured by vermin ; anil 
that numbers of.them are laid up with ill- 
ness in private houses. About 3,000 men 
were encamped on the road to the hike 
Pontchartrain, and hai :.n -one fortnight a 
.housand sick. The few strong vigorous 
men who have enlisted may be fit food for 
powder; but will .they, be capable of exe- 
cuting without previous exercise or -prac- 
tice such strategic operations as can lead 
10 .any successful warfare? 
I leave' you 


to judge oft the .chances in favor of the 
south, and will corrfplete my attem: t at de- 
picting our condition by stating thu.t trade 
and commerce are'at a stand still, and the 
circulation of money is—nit!'1': '-

From the .statement in relation to the cull 


for vo'unteers fin1 lureo years, the increase 
of the regular nrmy and navy, and tho sus- 
pension of the writ of habeas corpus, we 
perceive that the President has been in 
doubt about his powers. " These meas- 
ures," says he, "whether strictly let/til or not, 
wtire ventured upon what appeared to be a 
popular demand for a public necessity 
trusting- then as now, that congress would 
ratify them." 


It is probable that Mr. Lincoln desir-

The cultivation of the natural sciences in 


our State University imdur the able instruc- 
tion of Prof. Carr, is one of the best fea- 
tures of that institution. We learn from 
the remarks of a correspondent in the Ar- 
gus in relation to the recent examination 
at the university, that this department still 
retains a prominence, whure it ha.s so long 
held a front rank. Prof. Carr is one of the 
beat lecturers in the country, und as in- 
structor of yotuh he has few superiors. Ar- 
dently devoted to the investigation of nil 
subjects connected with his department, he 
has the rare faculty of imparting to others 
the abundant stores of his own mind, in a. 
manner so plain that comprehension is 
easy, while his enthusiasm invests every 
subject, however dry in.deluil, with .ihnost 
the interest of romance. 
In regard to the 


method of instruction, the correspondent i 
alluded to says:— 


Every member of the class not only ap- 


peared to hav<; a good understanding of the 
principles of Chemistry, Geology und Boto- 
ny, but what is far better, they seemed to 
have imbibed a thorough lure for these .stud- 
ies, and to enter into them with ardent zeal. 


This is doubtless owing in part to the 


method of instruction. They first listen to 
the lecture of the professor; they then in 
vestigate the subject further by the aid of 
text books; and ou the following day they 
discuss the same subject themselves. Thus 
by coriti:mnlly telling what they know, they 
not only come to know it mortj thoroughly, 
but they also acquire, as the examination 
well showed, a high degree of proficiency in 
that highest of all arts, tho art of cointnuui- 
catiag our thoughts to others. 


But whatever may be the cause, the fact 


is one that we have reason to be proud of, 
and one which I ,vish all of the young men 
of our state could know and appreciate.— 
That there is scarcely an institution in the 
country which affords so good advantages 
for securing n. good, practical knowledge of 
the natural .sciences. 


This we believe to be entirely true, tuid 


we second the wish of this correspondent, 
that every young man who is not able to 
take a longer course, could be persuaded to 
spend at least one year there, in thu study 


f natural science. It would make him not 


only a wiser, a bettor, aud a hnppier man, 
but a'.to a healthier and a richer one. 


In this connection, we desire to make a 


uggestiou in relation to the university : It 
has been painfully evident, while our state 
was using every effort to supply its quota of 
.Its grand army for the defense of the re- 
public, that it was impossible to find offi- 
cers of the requisite capacity to command 
our troops—why should we not introduce 
militr.ry instruction into our university, as 


par; of its course? 
Military drill would 


be tho best kind of physical exercise fovthe 
young, and being attractive as well as of 
practical utility, would induce constant at 
tention to it. We merely make the stigges 
tion without designing to enter into the 
subject further at this tinu.

OBHKOSH, July 8. 


Destructive tornado swept over this city 


at 2 o'clock this morning, unroofiing houses 
in every direction, blowing down trees, and 
doing immense damage. 


Large flouring mill of Green & Powers is 


unroofed, and the upper portion demolished. 


Store of Bigger & Hill unroofed and till- 


ed with water, damaging goods to a large 
amount. 


Three stores on Ferry street have their 


entire front walls blown down. 


Tho steamer Shawanaw City, lying at the 


dock, is a complete wreck, her upper works 
being entirely blown aw.iy. 


Steamer Berlin City has smoke stacks, 


pilot house and upper cabin carried away, 
and otherwise damaged. 


Houses in all parls of the city were lifted 


up and carried several feet, in some cases 
being turned completely around, and Borne 
entirely demolished. 


Wind wau accompanied by a violent hail 


storm, not a house in the city but has sus- 
tained moro or less damage. 


Lightning was terriific, striking in sever- 


al places. 


No IOHS of life as yet reported. 


POINT.—It seems that the reb- 


els have strongly fortified themselves at 
Mathiu Point, since the failure of Captain 
Ward to dislodge them, and their batteries 
now command the Potomac. For the pres- 
ent, the navigation of that river by our ves- 
sels is rendered extra hazardous, if not 
wholly impossible, and what gives the fact 
more prominence, is the additional state- 
ment that Secietury Cameron, who had 
been to Fortress Monroe in company with 
Gen. Fremont, cannot get back that way. 
If so, he ia caught in bis own trap. The 
War department, from the first, failed to 
appreciate Captain Ward's idea of the im- 
portaucoof this Point, and even now, while 
Mr. Cameron is absent, we see the same 
spirit manifested in hit> department. They 
will confer with Secretary Welles about 
sending a force, it ia said, "in a few days;" 
meanwhile; hoping the rebels may be called 
off by movements elaewhcrc. 


The position is this: Mathias Point , is 


about feisty r.;i!eti below Washington, und 
twenty below Acquta Creek. It is a bluff, 
well wooded, and just the place for conceal- 
ed or any other batteries. Besides, the riv- 
er makes an abrupt angle here and the 
channel runs in close to thu shore, while on 
the Maryland side it spreads out broad und 
shallow. The Point is in fact a peuinaula, 
commanding the river approaches in either 
direction. Back of it are the entrenchment 
lines of the enemy around Frcdcricksburg 
and along the Rappahannari. Capt. Witrd, 
as a shrewd officer, early saw the impor- 
tance of holding it, and unsupported as he 
was by troops, he perilled and lost his life 
in the attempt to establish a foothold there, 
ere the rebels should have rendered it too 
late. If their batteries operate upon Mr. 
Cameron's own transport vessel, what a ca- 
lamity it would be, surely!—Chictiyn Tri- 
bune. 


Mr. Cameron was obliged to come back 


to Washington via. Baltimore, as we learn 
by telegraphic despatches.

The President's Message. 


The massage of President Lincoln needs 


little comment from the press. It speaks 
for itself and the people. It is "Old Abe's" 
production throughout, having his peculiar- 
ities of style, and terseness of argument. 


The message explains many things of 


•which the people have been in doubt. 
It 


tells us why Forts Sutnter and Pickens were 
not reinforced at once. 
It was not from 


anj indisposition oa the part of the govern- 
ment, bot from inability ; and the Presi- 
dent give1, us the reasons. 
The people will 


recognize the explanation as valid and jus- 
tifiable. 


From the statement iu relation to the call 


for vo'unteers for three years, the increase 
of the regular army and navy, and the sus- 
pension of the writ of habeas corpus, we 
perceive that the President has been in 
doubt about his powers. " These meas- 
ures," says he, "whether strictly legal or not, 
were ventured upon what appeared to be a 
popular demand for a public necessity 
trusting then as now, that congress would 
ratify them." 


It is probable that Mr. Lincoln desir- 


ed this ratification, 
before he entered 


fully rjpoa an advance movement of the 
•whole army to crush the rebels. He un- 
doubtedly felt that the authority of congress 
shoald be given for these acts, "not strictly 
legal," before he went further ; and the 
preparation for offensive measures had out- 
run his expectation after he called congress 
to assemble on the 4th of July. The army' 
is ready, and waiting for congress to legal- 
ize the acts of the president. When this is 
done, we shall probably witness a vigorous 
advance upon the traitors from all direc- 
tions. This we conceive to to lie the ex- 
planation of the present apparent hesitation 
to go forward ; and not because the govern- 
ment is waiting for compromise, as has been 
feared by some. 


The message is perfectly -explicit in rela- 


tion to compromising with the traitors. — 
" No compromise in this could be a cure," 
is a doctrine that will be responded to by 
all. 
The traitors are trying to destroy the 


government, and the executive is endeavor- 
ing to enforce the laws and preserve the 
constitution. Herein there is no room for 
a compromise ; and, as Mr. Lincoln says, 
"having chosen oar course withoutguiltand 
with a pure purpose, let us renew our trust 
in God, and go forward without fear, and 
with manly hearts." 


We conceive, however, that the argument 


in relation to state rights was not needed. 
The message would have been more perfect 
without it. Secession is state rights run 
mad, just an obliteration of state lines, and 
a concentration of all power in the national 
government, as we have seen suggested, 
would be federalism run mad. Neither are 
right, and no argument is needed to enforce 
so plain a proposition. 


The call for $400,000,000 and 400,000 


men appears large, but it is well to give the 
president ample means to put down this re- 
bellion. If the whole is not needed, it will 
not be used. It is possible, too, that we 
may haye to attend to certain external ene- 
mies, who appear none too friendly just 
now. Let us be prepared for all emergen-. 
ciej.

Brccklnrlrtge in the Senate. 


It will be noticed, that'Joha C. Breckia- 


ridge occupies his place in the senate; and 
that the political majority in that body have 
placed him upon the committee on foreign 
relations. 
The country will be suprised at 


this. Unless common fame belies him, 
Breckinridgs has been doing his best to 
carry the state of Kentucky into the south- 
ern confederacy. He was the candidate of 
the traitors for the presidency, and since 
the election, has openly taken the stump 
against the efforts of .the government to put 
down the treason of Jeff. Davis. 
He is 


more than suspected of .disloyalty; he is 
generally believed, even in his own state, 
to sympathize, in the attempt now making.

But hare we have a member 
of the senate who is in favor of dissolving 
the Union, and who has made'piiblic efforts 
to accomplish that treasonable object. We 
believe he ought forthwith to be expelled 
from the senate; but Use least that body can 
do is to strike his name from the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs, and to discountenance 
his presence by withholding all confidence 
from him as a member of that body.

Natural Sciences In the State Univer- 
sity. 


The cultivation of the natural sciences in 


our State University under the able instruc- 
tion of Prof. Carr, is oue of the best fea- 
tures of that institution. We learn from 
the remarks of a correspondent in the Ar- 
gus in relation to the recent examination 
at the university, that this department still 
retains a prominence, where it lias so long 
held a front rank. Prof. Carr is one of the' 
best lecturers in the country, and as in- 
structor of youth he has few superiors. Ar- 
dently devoted to the investigation of all 
subjects connected with his department, he 
has the rare faculty of imparting to others 
the abundant stores of his own mir.d, iu a 
manner so plain that comprehension is 
easy, while his enthusiasm invests every 
subject, however dry in.detail, with almost 
the interest of romance. In regard to the 
method of instruction, the .correspondent- 
alluded to says : — 


Every member of the class not only ap- 


peared to have a good understanding of the 
principles of Chemistry, Geology and B.oto- 
ny,; but what is far better, they seemed to 
have imbibed a thorough love fox these stud- 
ies, and to enter into them with ardent zeal. 


This is doubtless owing in part to the 


method of instruction. They first listen to 
the; lecture of (he professor; they then in 
yestigate the subject further by the aid of 
text books ; and on the following day they 
discuss the same subject themselves. Thus 
by continually telling what they know, they 
not only come to know it more thoroughly, 
but they also acquire, as the .examination 
well showed, a high degree of proficiency in 
that highest of all arts, the art of commuui- 
catiag our thoughts to others. 


But whatever may be the cause, the fact 


is one that we'have reason to be proud of,. 
and one which I wish all of the young men 
of pur state could know and appreciate. — 
That there is scarcely an institution in the 
country which affords so good advantages 
for securing a good, practical knowledge of 
the natural sciences. 


This we believe to be entirely true, and 


we second the wish of. this correspondent, 
that every young man who is not able to 
take a longer course, could be persuaded to 
spend at least one year there, in the study 
of natural science. It would make him not 
only a wiser, a better, and a happier man, 
but also a healthier and a richer one. 


In this connection, we desire to make a 


suggestion in relation to the university : It 
has been painfully evident, while our state 
was using every effort to supply its quota of 
the grand army for the defense of the re- 
public, that it was" impossible to find offi- 
cers of the requisite capacity to command 


pur, 
troops — why should we not introduce 


military instruction into our university, as 
a part of its course? Military drill would 
be the best kind of physical exercise for (.lie 
young, and being attractive as well as of 
practical utility, would induce constaut^.at- 
tention to it. We merely make the sugges- 
tion without designing to enter into the 
subject further at this time.

EDITORS GAZETTE :—Last Saturday af- 


ternoon the first regiment of Wisconsin, in 
company wilh the eleventh of Pennsylva- 
nin,left Hngerstown aud inarched to Downs- 
ville, a village distant from the Potomac 
one and n half milca. 
We first encamped 


in a sandy field, and reint.itied there during 
that mtfht.

THE COMET, which suddenly appeared in 


full splendor on the night of the liOth ult., 
ia fast receding from the earth. Astrono- 
mers no not know what to make of it. Mr. 
Brad!ey of tho Alluglmny Observatory, 
thinka it is approaching the suu at an in- 
conceivable rate. On the night of the 2d 
of JuJ/j it was observed three hours by J. 
M. Gillis, superintendent of tho U. S. Na- 
val Observatory, at Washington. During 
thnt time tbe dimensions of the wholamaas 
had increased to at least double the original 
ui/.e, the outlines becoming indistinct. At 
the rate it is now leaving us, it wilt become 
invisible in a short time.

our teuta to n better field, and remained 
there during Sunday. On Sunday evening 
we received orders to get ready to march at 
1 o'clock Monday morning. One o'clock 
cume, however, but we did not march.— 
Tho reanoti ia as follows : Tbe rebels found 
out that we were going to ford the river Jat 
the dam near Downsville, so they destroy- 
ed the dam, thus making it necessary for 
r.3 to march to Williamsport, which we did 
on Monday forenoon. ' 


At Williarasport we found about 10,000 


fuderal troops, mostly from Pennsylvania. 
We pitched teuts on a bluff which rises 
up from the Maryland side of tho Potomac. 
Words poorly express the joy and enthusi- 
asm that filled every heart upon beholding 
the river and the opposite Virginia banks. 
We saw a few secessionists dodging around 
among the trees. One of my tent-mates, in 
company with a regular, took n common- 
size copy of the stars and stripes across 
the river and nailed it to a housed belong- 
ing to the captain of a rehel company.— 
The captain, however, waa away from home 
— three- women only being in the house. 
They were somewhat frightened. 


On Monday afternoon I visited Captain 


Doubltsday's battery, which was very near 
our encampment, and commands a full 
range of the river. There are three piece1*; 
two 2l-pounder:> and a oG pound howitzer. 
They aro truly formidable guns, and man- 
ned by fine soldiers, muny of uhom were 
at the siege of Fort Sumtcr. 


This morning at two o'clock we struck 


our tents without signals, threw aside all 


baggage, retaining only five 


tents ot' otir thirteen, and forded the Poto- 
mnc, reaching tho opposite bank about half- 
past H. (f notice you said we were pretty 
good at blowing our own horn. 
Observe 


that wo had tlio honor of leading tho sixth 
brigade across the river, which fact I think 
justifies some of our previous assertions as 
to our ability.) 


No sooner had we crossed the river than 


three companies—A, F and K—were ita 
ployed as shirmishcrs, taking n clean sweep 
through forest, swamp, grain field.* and 
marshes, climbing fences and jumping 
crocks, until about H o'clock when we halt- 
ed at n house jiibt descried by a secession 
family. Just before hailing, one of us shot 
at a sfjnad of cavalry, which made them 
disappear at a lively rate. 
During our 


rapid mnrch we found a low kuapsacks atul 


M rillu, probably left by icbel pickets. 
Af- 


ter a short halt we ugnin advanced. Soon 
wo heard that n rebel force of about 1,800 
men was lying in wait for us. At this uewa 
we filed right into a pieco of woods and 
waited until tho columns, for the protection 
of which we had been skirmishing, came 
up (o us. 


When they got pro'ty near we again took 


the roud in front of them, and in a few min 
utes more our pickets received a shot from 
the enemy. As soon as a company of Fed- 
eral artillery had ascertained the position 
of tliu rebels, our regiment advanced and 
engaged them. 
Vo.loy after volley was 


fired from each aidi. 
Very soon Fred. 


Hutching, our Hag bearer, win wouaded iu 
tho leg bi'low the knee, and was carriei 
t'totn the Iteld—one of tho color guard tak 
ing the Hag. 


At this juncture two brass field pieces 


belonging to Perkins' urtillery, came whirl 
ing into the Jiuld to the right of us, each 
drawn by six horses, upon a dead run. In 
an almost incredible short time they were 
throwing shell and ball at the enemy at 
rate which surprised the uninitiated. They 
had lirt-d but a few rounds when the Penu 
sylvania 2M cnme to our aid at full run 
shouting like mud uieti; but (hey were too 
late, for Oo. E of our regiment Lad jus 
charged upon tlie rebels and driven them 
from their position. tioon came two mor 
brass guns, and Federal troops by the 
thousand. During all this time our regi 
ment stood the fire from tbe jnemy no 
8tnchiii£ iu the least, although fills wins 
tied pastns on all sides. 
Five werewoum; 


ed, of these, Sergeant Graham, of Co. B 
mortally. One only was killed, Samue 
Drake, of Co. A. A ball passed direct! 
through his heart. His last words were 
" 0 my Mother." 


As the rebels fled the Wisconsin regimen 


formed into a column and followed them tc 
a piece of woods when they again made 
stand neur their battery of four guns.— 
While our regiment were preparing for an- 
other skirmish, a regiment of Pennsylva- 
nia troops from another direction ruahed 
forward and closed the battle by giving tho 
confc'luraics such a volley as compelled 
them to niiiko :i snddcti retreat. In thia at- 
tack thay bad I killed, nnd 3 wounded. Dur- 
ing the next two hoard our regiment made a 
sweep through the woods, but found no 
more hostile troops. A company of Penn- 
sylvania troops were taken prisoners by a 
body of tltL enemy's cavalry. - The Penn- 
sylvania boya thinking their captors were 
federal troops until it was too late to save 
themsclvcj. 


As yet t cftn get no reliable information 


as to the number of confederates killed and 
woundt'd. Two were found dead upon the 
liuKl uf buttle, uml homo of our men euw 
the enemy pick up fourteen of their own 
men nnd put them into wagons. 


There are at least 20,000 federal t-oops 


very near hero aud 13,000 within sight of 
where I am now writing. To-morrow we 
shall move to Marti uuburg away from here 
about 9 mile*. At that place there are 
about 10,000 confederates, and a large bat- 
tery. 
All are anxious to go. To-day's ex- 


perience increases rather than diminishes 
our desire to engage tho rebels again. I 
am sorry to aay that several bouses have 
been ransacked by U. S. troops, which no 
doubt will turn the Union men hero who 
have been for uji, agfcinst us.| 


Besides other difficulties I am holding a 


andle between my knees while the blaze 
flickers ao I can hardly see. So you must 
make a liberal allowance for mistakes.— 
Nearly all in good .health and spirits.

and to authorise the Destruction of the saint JKU sum- 
mary miuner :

Sicno^ 1. That every person residing in tho city of 


Janesviile owning or havimrin hiaor her possession any 
dcyor fcitch, and inifferiog tiie same to run at targe, shall 
be°subject to a fine of five dollars for every dog and ten 
dollars for every bitch thus suffered to run at lavf.o, nu- 
leea protected as hereinafter provided. 
Stc. 2. Any person paying to tho treasurer of the 


city one dollar for each dog and five dollars for each 
bitch, shall be entitled to a license for such dog or oitch 
to run at large to the end of the year in which .-aid li- 
cen» is issued, providing such person procuring ;a 
licence shall put upon the neck of euch dog or bitch so 
licenred tonm at large, a metalic collar, with the own- 
ems name engraved thereon ID legible letter?, audehall 
pay the city clerk fifty cents for granting such a license. 
And provided further, that snch dog or bitch, so licensed, 
shall be securely muzzled, so as to prevent them from 
biting. Persons complying with the provisions of this 
section shall no! be liable to the penalties named in the 
first section, of this ordinance. 
Sic. 3. All dogs or bitches running at large in this 
city, which are not securely muzzled, so as to prevent 
their biting, shall be liable to be killed." 


Tho constables of the city are hereby instructed to 


enforce this ordinance. 


The nocatsity for prompt action In this matter is evi- 


dent to many citizens irom what has been witnessed 
within the last twenty-Tour hours. 


I therefore order that there be no delay in extermi- 


nating every faff not securely muzrlcd, running at largo 
within the city limiu.

Correspontlonce of the Daily Gazette. 


Tlie Battle near WllHamsport. 


HA.YNESVILLE, July 2, 1861. 


EDITORS GAZETTE :—Last Saturday af- 


ternoon the first regiment of Wisconsin, in 
company with the eleventh of Pennsylva- 
nia,lefl Hagerstown and marched to Downs- 
ville, a village distant from the Potomac 
one and a half miles. \Te first encamped 
in a sandy field, and remained there during 
that night. On Sunday morning we moved 
our tents to a better field, and remained 
there during Sunday. On Sunday evening 
we received orders to get ready to march at 
•1 o'clock Monday morning. One .o'clock 
came, however, but we did not march.— 
The reason is as follows : The rebels found 
out that we were going to ford the river [at 
the dam near Downs'nlle, so they destroy- 
ed the dam, thus making it necessary for 
us to march to Williamsport, which we did 
on Monday forenoon. • - 


At Williamsport we found about 10,000 


federal troops, mostly from Pennsylvania. 
We pitched tents on a bluff which .rises 
up from the Maryland side of the Potomac. 
Words poorly express the joy and enthusi- 
asm that filled every heart upon beholding 
the river and the opposite Virginia banks. 
We saw a few secessionists dodging around 
among the trees. One of my tent-mates, in 
company with a regular, took a common- 
size copy of the stars and stripes across 
the river and nailed it to a housed belong- 
ing to the captain of a rebel company.— 
The captain, however, was away fromhome 
— three women only being in the house. 
They were somewhat frightened. 


On Monday afternoon I visited Captain 


Doubleday's battery, which was very near 
our encampment, and commands a full 
range of the river. There are three pieces, 
two 24-pounders and a 56 pound howitzer. 
They are truly formidable guns, and man- 
ned by fine soldiers, many of whom were 
at the siege of Fort Sumter. 


This morning at two o'clock we struck 


one tents without signals, threw aside all 
superfluous baggage, retaining only five 
tents of our thirteen, and forded the Poto- 
mac, reaching the opposite bank about half- 
past 3. (I notice you said we were pretty 
good at blowing our own horn. Observe 
that we had the honor of leading the sixth 
brigade across the river, which fact I think 
justifies some of our previous assertions as 
to our ability.) 


No sooner had we crossed the river than 


three companies—A, F and K.—were de- 
ployed as shirrnrshers, taking a clean sweep 
through forest, swamp, grain fields and 
marshes, climbing fences and jumping 
creeks, until about 8 o'clock when we halt- 
ed at a house just deserted by a secession 
family. Just before hailing, one of us shot 
at a. squad of cavalry, which made them 
disappear at a lively rate. 
During our 


rapid march we found a few knapsacks and 
a rifls, probably left by rebel pickets. 
Af- 


ter a short halt we ugain, advanced. Soon 
we heard that a rebel .fores of about 1,800 
men was lying in wait for us. At this newu 
we filed right into a piece of woods and 
waited until the columns, for the protection 
of which we had been skirmishing, ca'ine. 
op to us. 


When they got prctty.near weagB.intook 


the road in front of them, and in a few min- 
utes more our pickets received a shot from 
the enemy. As soon as a company of Fed- 
eral artillery had ascertained the position' 
of the rebels, our regiment advanced and 
engaged them. 
Voiley after .volley was 


fired from each side. Very soon Fred. 
Hatching, our flag bearer, was wounded in 
the leg below the knee, and.,was carried 
from the field—one of the color guard tak- 
ing the flag. 


At this juncture two brass field pieces 


belonging to Perkins' artillery, came whirl- 
ing into the field to the right of us, each 
drawn by six horses, upon a dead run. In 
an almost incredible short • time they were 
throwing shell and ball at the enemy at a 
rate which surprised the uninitiated. They, 
had fired but a few rounds when the Penn- 
sylvania 23d came to our aid at full run, 
'shoutino; like mad men.; but they were top 
late, for Co: E of our regiment had just 
charged upon the rebels and driven them 
from their position. Soon came two more 
brass guns, and Federal troops by the 
thousand. 
During all this time our regi- 


ment stood the fire 'from the enemy not 
flinching in the least, although balls whia 
tied past us on all sides. Five were wound- 
ed, of these, Sergeant Graham^.of Co.. B,; 
mortally. One only was killed, Samuel 
Drake, of Co. A. A ball passed directly 
through his heart. His last words were, 
"0 my Mother." 


As the rebels fled the Wisconsin regiment 


formed into a column and followed them to 
a piece of woods when they again made a 
stand near their battery of four guns.— 
While our regiment were preparing for an- 
other skirmish, a regiment of Pennsylva- 
nia troops from, another direction rushed 
forward and closed the battle by giving the 
confederates such a volley as compelled 
them to make a.sudden retreat. In this at- 
tack thsy had 1 killed, and S wounded. Dur- 
ing the next two hours our regiment made a 
sweep through the woods, but found no 
more hostile troops. A company of Penn- 
sylvania troops were taken prisoners by a 
body of the enetny?s cavalry. . The Penn- 
sylvania boys thinking their captors were, 
federal troops until it was too late, to save 
themselves. 


As yet I can get no reliable information 


as to. the number of confederates killed and 
wounded. 
Two were found dead upon the 


field of battle, and some of our men saw 
the enemy pick up fourteen of their own 
men and put them into wagons. 


There are at least 20,000 federal troops 


very near here and 15,000 within sight of 
where I am now writing. To-morrow we 
shall move to Martinsbnrg away from here 
about 9 miles. At that place there are 
about 10,000 confederates, and a large bat-' 
tery. All are anxious to go. To-day's ex- 
perience increases rather than diminishes 
our desire to engage the rebels again, I 
am sorry to say that several houses have 
been ransacked by U. S. troops, which no 
doubt will turn the Union men here who 
have been for,uj, against ns.*''

Tlie Truth at New Orleans. 


The following is an extract from a pri- 


vate letter, dated New Orleans, Way 30 : 
" The condition of this country, the now 


ripening fruit of the erroneous ideas of 
freedom obtaining here, is distressing to- 
day, and gives rise to the most dreadful 
fears for the future. This war is, I am con- 
vinced, based upon no social necessity, up- 
on no real rivalry between the different sec- 
tions of the country ; it is the result of po- 
litical madness, of a struggle between in- 
dividuals for personal power and material 
advantages — individuals who make the 
weal of the country the pretense for obtain- 
ing their own ends. The press has lent it- 
self to increase and continue the agitation, 
while tens of thousands of the reasonable 
citizens deplore and cdndcmn it, being, like 
myself, convinced that one month-of a war- 
fare such as that now impending over us, 
will prove more disastrous, generally speak- 
ing, to the slave and freeman both, than a 
four years' government of the most anti- 
Elavery party that ever could exist. 
Best 


all are kept silent by the dread of " mob 
law,1'' that specter of the present day. 


Provisions have risen to three times their 


ordinary price-; a barrel of flour of 200 
pounds weight cost now fifteen dollars in- 
stead of fi-ve, and soc a flour will not be to 
be had at all. The courts of law are clos- 
ed until November, and personal security, 
as promised by tht law, is an empty name 
And how can or will a war be carried on '. 
For the first requisite, soldiers, there is no 
sufficient or proper material here. 
The 


agricultural population, which 
in other 


countries furnishes the fighting masses, is 
here, of course,, ineligible for the purpose 
and ever requires armed power to keep it 
in order. There have been very alarming 
disturbances among the blacks ; ou more 
than one plantation, the assistance of the 
authorities has been called in to overcome 
the open resistance of the slaves ; and an 
invasion from the north, especially if com- 
manded by men like Montgomery from 
Kansas, or Lane, would, without doubt, be 
immediately followed by a general rising 
the blacks. Thus, the supply of soldiers 
must come principally, if not exclusively, 
from among the populations of the towns 
— day laborers, inferior tradesmen, such as 
tailors, and cobblers, most of them married 
men with families, unaccustomed to the 
hardships inseparable from a state of war, 
and therefore ill adapted for active service. 
I know that the workhouses in this city 
are cleared night after night, and all men 
who can stand and walk are enlisted with- 
out inquiry or inspection into their fitnes.s 
for military servive. No medical staff is 
as yet appointed to any o( the corps ; the 
clothing provided for thesesoldiers is of the 
worst and most unfit description — -in most 
cases consisting of course and loose (lan- 
uel, which is not only easily destroyed, but 
promotes filth and vermin. I have seen 
letters from youug men (some of very re- 
spectable and wealthy families) with tlieir 
regiments at Pensacola, stating that they 
are fed on salt pork and beans ; that they 
are in rags, and devoured by vermin ; ami 
that numbers of them are laid up with ill- 
ness in private houses. About ;>,000 men 
were encamped on the road to the lake 
Pontchartrain, and haJ in one fortnight a 
thousand sick. The few strong vigorous 
men who have enlisted may be fit food for 
powder ; but will they be capable of exe- 
cutiug without previous exercise or prac- 
tice such strategic operations as can lead 
to any successful warfare ? 
I leave you 


to judge of the chances in favor of the 
south, and will complete my attempt at de- 
picting our condition by stating that trade 
and commerce are at a stand still, and the 
circulation of money is — nil!'' 


CULPABLE IMPATIENCE. — There is, in a 


few of our daily journals, a manifestation 
of impatience at what they call the slow- 
ness of Gen. Scott, which c&u be produc- 
tive of nothing but injury to our cause, and 
to those who manifest this uneasy spirit. — 
At such a time, certainly, patriotism would 
require that personal griefs or spites should 
be swallowed up in love of conntry, and 
that however much we may dislike individ- 
uals connected with the government, we 
should not suffer that dislike -to lead us to 
propagate misstatements concerning the 
action of the government, or attempt iu 
any way to embarrass its plans or purposes. 


Gen. Scott has distinguished himself for 


fifty years past as a military commander of 
extraordinary prudence, skill aud foresight. 
He has never lost a battle, never thrown 
away an opportunity which could be made 
available for accomplishing his ultimate 
purpose, while at the same time he has been 
wonderfully chary of human life, aud has 
preferred to execute his plans by measures 
which should .compel the retreat and disor- 
ganization of his enemy, rather than by 
bloody and destructive battles. The great 
generals of 'Europe have all paid tribute to 
his high and commanding ability and pres- 
cience, and by the common testimony of 
the military men of Christendom, he ranks 
as a great Captain of the Age. ' 


Nor is there the slightest evidence that 


time has impaired his intellectual powers 
or his judgment. Every step betrays the 
old segacity, the cool deliberation; the thor- 
ough knowledge of what is netfded for the 
successful prosecution of the war, and the 
steady forcing the enemy back, demoralized 
at every step, npon their own lines, with an 
iron rigor, which, like the imperceptibly 
moving walls of the fabled iron prison, 
though making but slow progress, will 
surely end in crushing out the life of the 
rebellion. 


Depend upou it, Davis and Beauregard 


and Lee know, and shudder as they realize 
it) that every day is but hastening their ir- 
revocable doom; and appreciating as they 
do the terrors of their position, they would 
gladly give all they had hoped for of glory, 
fame or wealth, to be placed1 where they 
were six mouths ago. 


- That a man of no military capacity 


should undertake to dictate to Gen. Scott 
what he shall do within a given time, and 
bow he shall do it — shall attempt to insist 
that a city one hundred and thirty miles 
distant, on a route impeded by numerous 
batteries and obstructions, shall be taken 
within ten days, by marching fifty thousand 
green troops upon it, leaving, meantime,

The President's Message. 


The massage of Presi<U>nl Lincoln needs 


little comment from the press. It speaks 
for itself and the people. It is "Old Abe's" 
production throughout, having his peculiar- 
ities of style, and terseness of argument. 


The message explains many things of 


which the people have been in doubt. It 
tells as why Forts Suinter and Pickens were 
not reinforced at once. It was not from 
anj indisposition on the part of the govern- 
ment, but from inability ; and the Prcsi- 
dsnt gives us the reasons. 
The people will 


recognize the explanation as valid and jus- 
tifiable. 


From the statement iu relation to the call 


for volunteers for three years, the increase 
of the regular army and navy, and the sus- 
pension of the writ of habeas corpus, we 
perceive that the President has been in 
doubt about his powers. " These meas- 
ures,'1 says he, "whether strictly legal or not, 
were ventured upon what appeared to be a 
popular demand for a public necessity ( 
trusting then as now, that congress would 
ratify them." 


It is probable thai. Mr. Lincoln desir- 


ed this ratification, 
before he entered 


fully upon, an advance movement of the 
•whole army to crush the rebels. He un- 
doubtedly felt that the authority of congress 
ghoald be given for these acts, "not strictly 
legal," before he went further ; and the 
preparation for offensive measures had out- 
run his expectation after be called congress 
to assemble on the 4th of July. The army 
is ready, and waiting for congress to legal- 
ize the acts of the president. 
When this U 


done, we shall probably witness a vigorous 
advance upon the traitors from all direc- 
tions. This we conceive to to lie the ex- 
planation of the present apparent hesitation 
to go forward ; and not because the govern- 
ment is waiting for compromise, as has been 
feared by some. 


The message is perfectly explicit in rela- 


tion to compromising with the traitors. — 
" No compromise in this could be a cure," 
is a doctrine that will be responded to by 
all. The traitors are trying to destroy the 
government, and the executive is endeavor- 
ing to enforce the laws and preserve the 
constitntion. Herein there is no room for 
a compromise ; and, as Mr. Lincoln says, 
" having chosen oar course without guilt and 
with a pure purpose, let us renew our trust 
in God, and go forward without fear, and 
with manly hearts." 


We conceive, however, that the argument 


in relation to state rights was not needed. 
The message would have been more perfect 
without it. Secession is state rights run 
mad, just an obliteration of state lines, and 
a concentration of all power in the national 
government, as we have seen suggested, 
would be federalism run mad. Neither are 
right, and no argument is needed to enforce 
so plain a proposition. 


The call for $400,000,000 and 400,000 


men appears large, but it is well to give the 
president ample means to pnt down this re- 
bellion. If the whole is not needed, it will 
not be used. It is possible, too, that wp 
may haye to attend to certain external ene- 
mies, who appear none too friendly just 
now. Let us be prepared for all emergen- 
cies. _ _ 


JIM GREEK TAKEN. — Gov. Wood, at the 


head of about twenty troops, left Qnincy 
en Friday and went over into Missouri, 
near Monticello, and captured the notori- 
ous Jim Green, ex-United States Senator. 
When taken he was making as good time 
as horse-flesh and the state of Missouri 
roads would permit. The report that he 
had escaped on foot, leaving his horse in 
the woods,appears to be incorrect. He had 
either regained his horse or " borrowed" 
one on his way. When the troops came up 
with him, they were on the full run, and 
fired shots at the fugitive. His horse threw 
him off, and he was taken without trouble, 
and brought back to Canton and placed in 
the college building, which the federal 
troops -are using as barracks for the pres- 
ent.

Brecltinridge in the Senate. 


- It will be noticed-that "John C. Breckin- 
ridge occupies his place in the senate; and 
that the political majority in that body have 
placed him upon the committee on foreign 
relations. The country will be suprised at 
this. Unless common fame belies him, 
Breckinridge has been doing his best to 
carry the state of Kentucky into the south- 
ern confederacy. He was the candidate of 
the traitors for the presidency, and since 
the election, has openly taken the stump 
against the efforts of the government to put 
down the treason of Jeff. Davis. 
He is 


more than snspeeted of disloyalty; he is 
generally believed, even in his own state, 
to sympathize,in the attempt now making 
to dissolve the Union by force. What pro- 
priety is there, if such is the case, in plac- 
ing this man upon the most important com- 
mittee in the senate, where he will be in a 
position to learn all the secrets relating to 
our intercourse with foreigu governments ? 
Our foreign affairs are in a delicate condi- 
tion, and ai this time need the earnest and 
faithful attention of loyal men, instead of 
the prying and hostile observation of those 
who will not hesitate to give information, to 
traitors of any difficulty with foreign coun- 
tries, which may be brought to the atten- 
tion of this committee. It would be far 
better to expel Breckinridge from the Sen- 
ate, instead of honoring him with a posi- 
tion upon the most important committee of 
that body. It is within our memory that 
Joshua R. Giddings was expelled from the 
house for presenting a petition for the dis- 
solution of the Union, although he at the 
time protested that he had no sympathy 
with the petitioners, justifying his act upon 
the ground of the right of the people to pe- 
tition upon all subjects connected with the 
government. But here we have a member 
of the senate who is iu favor of dissolving 
the Union, and who has made public efforts 
to accomplish that treasonable object. We 
believe he ought forthwith to be expelled 
from the senate; but the least that body can 
do is to strike his name from the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs, and to discountenance 
his presence by withholding all confidence 
from him as a member of that body. How 
can congress expect to clear the country of 
traitors, when it will not purge itself frcm 
them ? 
Natural Sciences In the State Univer- 
sity. 


The cultivation of the natural sciences in 


our State University under the able instruc- 
tion of Prof. Carr, is one of the best fea- 
tures of that institution. We learn from 
the remarks of a correspondent in the Ar- 
gus in relation to the recent examination 
at the university, that this department still 
retains a prominence, where it has so long 
held a front rank. Prof. Carr is one of the 
best lecturers in the country, and as in- 
structor of youth he has few superiors. Ar- 
dently devoted to the investigation of all 
subjects connected with his department, he 
has the rare faculty of imparting to others 
the abundant stores of his own mind, iu a 
manner so plain that comprehension is 
easy, while his enthusiasm invests every 
subject, however dry iu.detail, with almost 
the interest of romance. In regard to the 
method of instruction, the correspondent 
alluded to says:— 


Every member of the elass'not only ap- 


peared to have a good understanding of the 
principles of Chemistry, Geology and Bota- 
ny, but what is far better, they seemed to 
have imbibed a thorough fore for these stud- 
ies, and to enter into them with ardent zeal. 


This is doubtless owing in part to tbe 


method of instruction. They first listen to 
the lecture of the professor; they then in 
vestigate the subject farther by the aid of 
text books ; and on the following day they 
discuss the same subject themselves. Thus 
by continually telling what they know, they 
not only come to know it more thoroughly, 
but they also acquire, as the examination 
well showed, a high degree of proficiency in 
that highest of all arts, the art of communi- 
cating our thoughts to others. 


But whatever may be the cause, the fact 


is one that we'Tiave reason to be proud of, 
and one which I wish all of the young men 
of our state could know and appreciate.— 
That there is scarcely an institution in the 
country which affords so good advantages 
for securing a good, practical knowledge of 
the natural sciences. 


This we believe to be entirely true, and 


we second the wish of this correspondent, 
that every young man who is not able to 
take a longer coarse, could be persuaded to 
spend At least one year there, in the study 
of natural science. It would make him not 
only a wiser, a better, and a happier man, 
but also a healthier and a richer one. 


In this connection, we desire to make a 


suggestion in relation to the university : It 
has been painfully evident, while our state 
-was using every effort to supply its quota of 
the grand army for the defense of the re- 
public, that it was impossible to Cud offi- 
cers of the requisite capacity to command 
our troops—why should we not introduce 
military instruction into our university, as 
a part of its course ? Military drill would 
be the best kind of physical exercise for the 
young, and being attractive as well as of 
practical utility, would induce constant at- 
tention to it. We merely make the sugges- 
tion without designing to enter into the 
subject further at this time.

They will have about 35,000, and if 
Col. Stone unites his column of 4,000 fede- 
ral troops from the neighborhood of Har- 
per's'Ferry with Gen. Patterson, he will 
have about the same" number; we may 
therefore expect a decisive battle, or a foot- 
race very soon.

The presence of this galaxy of beauty, 
intelligence and patriotism, brought forci- 
bly to one's mind the sublime beauties of 
this grand temple of liberty which our fath- 
ers reared amid scenes of carnage and blood. 


The proceeds of the dinner were donated 


to Messrs. Proctor & Head, to aid them in 
rebuilding their flouring mill at the Fort, 
which has recently been destroyed, and on 
which there was no insurance. 


Another feature of the celebration was, 


every one of the three thousand seemed to 
have come to worship at the altar of liberty, 
and there to pledge anew their devotion to 
their country.

This 
movement of the enemy will be met by an 
advance of the whole of our Virginia force 
towards Manassas Jnuction at the earliest 
moment—possibly within two days. It is 
hoped that the next movement from the 
Junction will be great enough to enable 
Gen. McDowell to force his way between 
these divisions and shut in the advancing 
rebel column between Patterson's and Mc- 
Dowell's commands, thus compelling a-tight 
or a footrace or a surrender. It is thought 
that Col. Stone at Harper's Ferry will be 
forced to take the Maryland side aad join 
Sanford on his advance. Probably '.he first 
battle will be between Winchester aad Mar- 
tinsburg, with 35,000 on each side. 


The streets are full of troops, baggage

For the pres- 
ent, the navigation of that river bjr our ves- 
sels is rendered extra hazardous, if not 
wholly impossible, and what gives the fact 
more prominence, is the additional state- 
ment that Secretary Cameron, who had 
been to Fortress Monroe in company with 
Gen. Fremont, cannot get back that way. 
If so, he is caught in his own trap. The 
War department-, from the first, failed to 
appreciate Captain Ward's idea of the im- 
portance of this Point, and even now, while 
Mr. Cameron is absent, we see the same 
spirit manifested in his department. They 
will confer with Secretary Welles about 
sending a force, it is said, "in a few days;" 
meanwhile hoping the rebels may be called 
off by movements elsewhere. 


The position is this: Mathias Point is 


about sixty miles below Washington, and 
twenty below Acquia Creek. It is a bluff, 
well wooded, and just the place for conceal- 
ed or any other batteries. Besides, the riv- 
er makes an abrupt angle here and the 
channel runs in close to the shore, while on 
the Maryland side it spreads out broad and 
shallow. Tbe Point is in fact a peninsula, 
commanding the river approaches in either 
direction. Back of it are the entrenchment 
lines of the enemy around Fredericksburg 
and along the Rappahannan. Capt. Ward, 
as a shrewd officer, early saw the impor- 
tance of holding it, and unsupported as he 
was by troops, he perilled and lost his life 
in the attempt to establish a foothold there, 
ere the rebels should have rendered it too 
late. If their batteries operate upon Mr. 
Cameron's own transport vessel, what a ca- 
lamity it would be, surely!—Chicago Tri- 
bune.

licensed to run at large a metalic collar, with the own- 
ems name engraved thereon in legible letter?, andehaU 
pay the city clerk fifty cents for granting snch a license. 
And provided furtliJT, that snch dog or bitch, so licensed, 
shall be securely muzzled, so as to prevent them from 
biting. Persons complying with the provisions of this 
section shall not be liable to the penalties named in the 
flrst section of this ordinance.

their biting, shall be liable to be killed." 


The constables of the city are hereby instructed to 


enforce this ordinance.

Correspondence of the Daily Gazette. 


Tlie Battle near WilUanuport. 


HAYNESVILLE, July 2, 1661. 


EDITORS GAZETTE :—Last Saturday af- 


ternoon the first regitnent of Wisconsin, in 
company with the eleventh of Pennsylva- 
nia,^ Hagerstown and marched to Downs- 
ville, a village distant from the Potomac 
one and a half miles. 
We first encamped 


in a sandy field, and remained there dnring 
that night. On Sunday morning we moved 
our tents to a better field, and remained 
there during Sunday. On Sunday evening 
we received orders to get ready to march at 
i o'clock Monday morning. One o'clock 
came, however, but we did not march.— 
The reason is as follows: The rebels fonnd 
out that we were going to ford the river Jat 
the dam near Downsville, so they destroy- 
ed the dam, thus making it necessary for 
us to march to Williamsport, which we did 
on Monday forenoon. - 


At Williamsport we found about 10,000 


Tedertl troops, mostly from Pennsylvania. 
We pitched tents on a bluff which rises 
up from the Maryland side of the Potomac. 
Words poorly express the joy and enthusi- 
asm that filled every heart upon beholding 
the river and the opposite Virginia banks. 
We saw a few secessionists dodging around 
among the trees. One of my tent-mates, in 
compauy with a regular, took a common- 
size copy of the stars and stripes across 
the river and nailed it to a housed belong- 
ing to the captain of a rebel company.— 
The captain, however, was away fromhome 
—three women only being in the house. 
They were somewhat frightened. 


On Monday afternoon I visited Captain 


Doubleday's battery, which was very near 
our encampment, and commands a full 
range of the river. There are three pieces, 
two 24-pounders and a 56 pound howitzer. 
They are truly formidable guns, and man- 
ned by fine soldiers, many of whom were 
at the siege of Fort Snmter. 


This morning at two o'clock we struck 


our tents without signals, threw aside ail 
superfluous baggage, retaining only five 
tents of our thirteen, and forded the Poto- 
mac, reaching the opposite bank about half- 
past 3. 
(f notice you said we were pretty 


good at blowing our own horn. Observe 
that we had the honor of leading the sixth 
brigade across the river, which fact I think 
justifies some of our previous assertions as 
to our ability.) 


No sooner had we crossed the river than 


three companies—A, F and K.—were de- 
ployed as sbirmishers, taking a clean sweep 
through forest, swamp, grain fields and 
marshes, climbing fences and jumping 
creeks, until about 8 o'clock when we halt- 
ed at a house just deserted by a secession 
family. Just before halting, one of us shot 
at a squad of cavalry, which made them 
disappear at a lively rate. During our 
rapid march we found a few knapsacks and 
a rifle, probably left by rebel pickets. 
Af- 


ter a short halt we ugain. advanced. Soon 
we heard that a rebel force of about 1,800 
men was Iving in wait for us. At this news 
we filed right into a piece of woods and 
waited until the columns, for the protection 
of which we had been skirmishing, came 
up to us. 


When they got pretty near we again took 


the road in front of them, and in a few min- 
utes more our pickets received a shot from 
the enemy. As soon as a company of Fed- 
eral artillery had ascertained the position 
of the rebels, our regiment advanced and 
engaged them. 
Volley after volley was 


Bred from each side. Very soon Fred. 
Hutching, our flag bearer, was wounded in 
the leg below the knee, and was carried 
from the field—one of the color guard tak- 
ing the flag. 


At this juncture two brass field pieces) 


belonging to Perkins' artillery, came whirl- 
ing into the field to the right of us, each 
drawn by six horses, upon a dead run. 
In 


an almost incredible short time they were 
throwing shell and ball at the enemy at a 
rate which surprised the uninitiated. They 
had fired but a few rounds when the Penn- 
sylvania 23d came to our aid at full run, 
shouting like mad men ; but they were too 
late, for Co. E of our regiment had just 
charged upon the rebels and driven them 
from their position. Soon came two more 
brass guns, and Federal troops by the 
thousand. During all this time our regi- 
ment stood the fire from the enemy not 
flinching in the least, although balls whis 
tied past ns on all sides. Five were wound- 
ed, of these, Sergeant Graham, Of Co. B.. 
mortally. One only was killed, Samuel 
Drake, of Co. A. A ball passed directly 
through his heart. His last words were, 
" 0 my Mother." 


As the rebels fled the Wisconsin regiment 


formed into a column and followed them to 
a piece of woods when they again made a 
stand near their battery of four guns.— 
While our regiment were preparing for an- 
other skirmish, a regiment of Pennsylva 
nia troops from another direction rushec 
forward and closed the battle by giving the 
confederates such a volley as compelled 
them to make a sudden retreat. In this at 
tack they had 1 killed, aud 3 wounded. Dnr 
ing the next two hours our regiment made a 
sweep through the woods, but found no 
more hostile troops. A company of Penn 
sylvania troops were taken prisoners by a 
body of the enemy's cavalry. 
The Penn- 


sylvania boys thinking their captors were 
federal troops until it was too late to save 
themselves. 


As yet I can get no reliable information 


as to the number of confederates killed and 
wounded. Two were found dead upon the 
field of battle, and some of our men saw 
the enemy pick up fourteen of their own 
men and put them into wagons. 


There are at least 20,000 federal troops 


very near here and 13,000 within sight of 
where I am now writing. To-morrow we 
shall move to Martinsburg away from here 
about 9 miles. At that place there are 
about 10,000 confederates, and a large bat-' 
tery. All are anxious to go. To-day's ex- 
perience increases rather than diminishes 
our desire to engage the rebels again. I 
am sorry to say that several houses have 
been ransacked by U. S. troops, which no 
doubt will turn the Union men here who 
have been for flj, ag&inst ns.*;; 
, 


Besides other difficulties I am holding a 


candle between my knees while the blaze 
flickers so I can hardly see. 
So you must 


make a liberal allowance for mistakes.— 
Nearly all in good .health and spirits.
